has handled the sttuation in a manner that calis forth praise from even the 
despairing. — 
Yesterday and today quantities of suppMes poured into the city from the 
army depots and nearby towns. These were conveyed to points where the ref- 
ugees were camped and distributed free to the needy. This morning the great 
stores of army clothing were distributed. Throughout the refugee district 
notices are posted informing the populace that further relief is on the way. 
Army wagons distribute bread; biscuits ang canned goods. There is enough and 
to spare for everyone in the vicinity of the supply stations. 
As though to make amends for the dreadfulness of the preceding two days, 
the elements are dealing kindly with the sufferers. Thursday night was balmy. 
Scarcely a breeze stirred, and even those that had roofs to shelter them left 
their dwellings to sleep in the open. Onthe hills in the western part of the 
city thousands gathered between brief intervals of sleep to witness the com- 
pletion of the destruction. Throughout Golden Gate Park 20,000 bivouac fires 
gleamed; in front of every remaining residence impromptu fireplaces were do- 
ing duty as stoves, and for the first time since the earthquake shock the peo- 
ple sat down on grass plots or curbstones to enjoy a warm meal. 

CROWDS GOOD-NATURED. 
Withal the crowds were good-natured—possibly the cheerfulness of despair. 
Here and there some person would start up a rollicking song. One heard little 
pessimism. It was as though, interested in the appalling and unequaled spec- 
tacle before them, the homeless hordes failed to realize the full extent of the 
disaster and their own losses. For the time being they were out of want; the 
future woulg engage their attention after some sort of order had come out of 
the chaos in the burned district. 

Only Thursday the military had tak en charge of every stock of supplies re- 
maining in the city and was distributing them to the crowds. Dealers in goods 
not classed as necessities, such as toba eco, furniture and the like, were per- 
‘mitted to continue their sales with the understanding that. there should be no 
raising of prices. Whenever a dealer vi olated this rule his stock was promptly 
’ corifiseated and distributed free. The be st of order was maintained evérywhere; 
the military had the situation under perfect control. At least a dozen men 
have been shot by soldiers for looting and in two cases thieves were run 
through with bayonets and their bodies left lying where they had fallen, to be- 
come food for the oncoming flames. 

At one place on Thursday five men were shot and two were killed. The 
troops had thrown open a grocery store with the general order that the crowd 
might carry off all it contained except the liquors. A large party of men 
made a rush for the place and emerged with quantities of whisky. When called 
upon to drop them they failed to obey and a volley was fired upon them. 

No mercy was shown those that defied calls to halt. The rifle was leveled 
with the first order, and at the failure of the second command to stop the of- 
fender it was discharged. Undoubtedly the troops saved a lot of fives by keep- 
ing the burned district free of crowds, where buildings were constantly falling. 

Out in the Golden Gate Park, where the number of refugees is now close to 
200,000, the situation is democratic in the extreme. Hobnobbing side by side 
may be seen millionaires and day laborers, State and city officials, and mem- 
bers of the judiciary, eating out of the same tureen with the lowliest of the 
city people. Money counts for nothing. All that it would purchase for its pos- 
sessor was good transportation facilities for the little that was saved from the 
rich man’s home. The food supplies were as free for the pauper as for the 
Croesus; there was nothing for the one that the other could not have. Through- 
out. it all the best of comradeship prev ailed. For the first time class lines were 
completely blotted out. 

SANITARY PROBLEM. 

Some of the household utensils in use are primitive in the extreme. 
the most part the cooking range consists of some flat pieces of iron, 
upon walls of bricks.

The sanitary problem is still the one that gives most concern. This may 
be solved, in a measure, as soon as the soldiers are enabled to leave the 
burned area and devote their attention to restoring some system of living.

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FRISCO SURVIVORS DESCRIBE 


‘Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PORTLAND, Ore., April 21.—The first refugees who have arrived from San 
Francisco tell harrowing tales. Henry Hahn, a wholesale grocer of this city, 
occupied a room.on the second floor of the Palace Hotel. He was awakened 
by the first shock and found himself covered with plaster and broken glass, 





, Dut escaped without a scratch. 
| “I will never forget that horrible grating sound when the building swayed 
and rocked like a tall tree in a storm,’”’ he said. 

“It was something awful. I.was awakened by the first shock and immedi- 
ately the plaster began to fall; The bureau and bed were shifted almost to 
the middle of the room. While I did not seém to realize that I was in great 
danger, I got out of the room when the second, third and fourth shocks fol- 
lowed, although they were less severe. 

“The damage in the building, however, was. nothing compared with 
scenes that met our eyes upon reaching the street. Great heaps of brick 
and timbers were strewn about to the middle of the pavements, and it was 
impossible to. get away except by taking’ to the middle of the streets. In some 
places the streets had sunk to a depth of.a foot or more. Within half an 
hour 20 of the fallen structures were ablaze. 

“I saw two bodies, one of which was lying on the sidewalk, and the other 
under the timbers of a fallen building. Many maimed and crippled were 
rushing about the streets, apparently dazed and not knowing in which direc- 
tion to seek relief. There were any number of dead horses on the strects 
when we tried to reach the ferry. They belonged to. hawkers, who are out 
early in the mornings, and they had béen crushed by crumbling walls: 
became of their owners I do not know. 


““We had an awful time getting to the ferry. The streets were soon block- 


faded, and the only way to reach the Washington street pier was by taking a 
I crossed on the first boat, and the rush was not as frantic .

RAIN OF PLASTER. 


“I was awakened from a sound sleep by the most terrific shock that could 
be imagined. Plaster ‘fell like rain, and it seemed as if the entire building 
would collapse. People rushed down to the great corridor below, some scanti- 
ly attired, some in pajamas and others even not that well clothed. In the 
lobby everything was confusion. Women and children who carried wearing 
apparel in their arms commenced to clothe themselves, but hardly any atten- 
tion was paid to any of them. It looked Hke everyone for himself. After the 
first few minutes everyone was apparently aware of what had happened, and 
the wildest confusion followed. 

‘Among the hundreds that were quartered in the Palace Hotel were mem- 
bers of the Conried Opera company, all of whom seemed more panic-stricken than 
others. I coulgq not understand exactly what was said, as they spoke in French, 
but if gesticulations could speak,.-I could come pretty near guessing every 
word that passed between them. The men and wemen of the company were 
rushing about the lobby in their night clothes, gesticulating wildly. 

‘(The greatest amount of damage at that time appeared to be in the down- 
town districts and along the water front. I noticed one woman, apparently 
more than 80 years old, crawling alongthe sidewalk with blood streaming from 
her head and her clothing almost torn from her body. This is only one of nu- 
merous shocking things observed whileon my way to the ferry. Before I left 


\the city I believe that I could have counted more than a score of fires, which 


seemed to break out in every direction. A small blaze, not larger than a hat, 
would appear in the lower floor of a frame building, and in an instant the 
structure would be a mass of fire. Everything appeared to burn like tinder,

Beneath them 
were scores of crushed bodies. Before the work of rescue could be more 
than begun the flames came and swept through the ruins. 

“I know of one large flat having from 8 to 100-persons, from which not 
one was seen to emerge. The entire building crashed into the basement, so 
completely wrecking it that the debris scarcely extended above the level of 
the ground.”’ 

One horrible incident was witnessed by MacKenzie Gordon, a singer, from 
his window in the Victoria Hotel. Gordon leaped out of bed as soon as the 
shock commenced. Just as the last tremor had ceased he saw a window 
raised in the seven-story apartment house opposite, ang a naked man leaped 
from it. At the fourth floor the mans leg caught in the fire escape and 
was torn out at the hip. The body crashed on the pavement below. 
No estimate of the number of the injured can be given at this time. 
are fully 5000 who have sustained wounds of different stages of severity. 
Five firemen were crushed to death Wednesday night while fighting the 
flames. They were caught beneath the debris in a building. 

At midnight Wednesday 380 persons were imprisoned in an apartment house. 
The firemen cut through the walls with their axes, determined, if possible, to 
recsue the imprisoned people. A hole big enough to permit the passage of a 
man was cut and R. Durie, a San Francisco fireman, reached ~his arm 
through and was agsisting a young girl to safety when the roof of -the struc- 
ture collapsed: Durie escaped with his life, but the 30 imprisoned lodgers 
were killed. Fire Chief Sullivan, who was injured Tuesday morning, is still 
alive. His wife died Thursday afternoon.

- Buch a session need not, if  pariia- 
nentary Proceedings were expedited, 
occupy more than three days, at an ap- 
proximate cost to the State of $5000. 

Gov. Folk would not state Saturday 
morning definitely whether or not he 
woukl call a special session, though he 
indicated that it is practically a cer- 
tainty that no special session will be 
called. , 

The Governor is of the opinion that 
money will be subscribed liberally by 
the citizens of the various cities and 
towns and by commercial organiza- 
tions, and that the greatest amount the 
Legislature could appropriate would not 
Justify the calling of the Legislature 
in extraordinary session. Under. the 
Constitution the appropriation, he said, 
would be limited to $200,000. 

There is a restriction on legislative 
appropriations, though an exception is 
made in cases of “public calamities.’’

To call a special session, the Governor

it is a really great and imperial State. 
I don’t know just what the constitution 
Says on this subject, but as for me, I 
don’t need any law to a good turn for 
a friend. We shouldn't quibble about 
this matter. What we need is action 
and prompt action. If I were Governor 
of the State, a call for a special session 
of the Legislature would have been is- 
sued before now. 

I am sure Gov. Folk appreciates the 
Situation. It would cost a comparative- 
ly insignificant sum to get the members 
together for a few days. Wouldn't it 
be fine, too, to see the Legislature in 
session without politics injected into its 
deliberations? 

I would favor an appropriation of 
$200,000 for the victims of the San 
Francisco horror. We have several mil- 
lions lying idle in the treagury, the 
State is free of bonded debt and there 
is really nothing in the way of Missouri 
responding tse my 6 to this proposition. 

“It is no answer to say that the Legis- 
lature has never been convened in ex- 
traordinary session to take up a mighty 
charitable .cause. 

We have never seen anything like 
this San Francisco disaster. Because 
other states don't happen to call their 
legislatures tugether is, in my judg- 
ment, the very best reason why Mis- 
souri should take the lead. 

Missouri would win the everlasting 
gratitude of the American people, but 
particularly of her Western and 
Southwestern states if her adminis- 
tration and her Legislature rises to 
the opportunity now presented. 


Baumann Says Cost Small,

BIG FAMILY WITH HIM 


Murrell and Stock Tell of 
Bribery to Handful of

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 21.—Ar- 
guments in the Louis Decker bribery 
case, here on a change of venue from 
St. Louis, were started in the Criminal 
Court. Prosecuting Attorney Patter- 
son opened for the State. Each side 
is allowed three hours for argument. 
The only testimony offered for the 
defense was in reference to the char- 
acter of the defendant. The case will 
go to the jury late today and a verdict 
is expected tonight. 
Circuit Attorney Sager expresses 
himself as confident of a conviction. 
The State rested its cage 4Vesterday 
after John K. Murrell had testified. He 
related his part in the boodle ‘‘com- 
bine’ in the House of Delegates, of 
which he was ‘business agent.” He 
told how he “ met Philip Stock, the 
Suburban’s “legislative agent,’’ and how 
they. went to the Lincoln Trust Co. to 
deposit $75,000, which was to be paid 
the 19 members of the combine for their 
favorable votes on the Suburban bill. 
Stock’s testimony was correlative to 
that of Murrell. He retold the bargain- 
ings between himself and Murrell as to 
the price for which‘the Suburban bill 
was to be passed, and said that, after 
refusing to pay more than $60,000, he 
finally agreed to pay $75,000, with the 
stipulation that the memberg of the 
combine were not to receive their mon- 
ey until the Mayor had signed the bill. 
Neither Stock nor Murrell was a will- 
ing witness, but their stories were ob- 
tained in full under questioning by Cir-

NOTED SCIENTIST 
EXPLAINS ORIGIN 
LOF EARTHQUAKES

Sir Robert Ball. Professor of Astronomy at Cambridge, Comments 
on Frisco Disaster for the Post-Dispatch—No Connection 
With Eruption at Vesuvius—Contraction of Earth’s 
Crust Primary Cause.

LONDON, April 21.—-Sir Robert 5S. 
Bell, Professor of Astronomy and 
Geometry at Cambridge University, 


and one of the most eminent living 
authorities on seismology, has given 
the following statemeht to the Post- 
Dispatch on the San Francisco disas- 
ter; 
That the appalling catastrophe at 
San Francisco should have followed 
so closely on the great eruption of 
Vesuvius, naturally caused the ques- 
tion whether these two mighty ter- 
restrial phenomena have any real 
physical connection, 
I do not see how there can be any 
connection between these two events. 
The late Prof. O'Reilly pointed out 
how the great eruption at Krakatoa, 
Straits of Sunda, was situated atthe 
antipodes of the northwest coast of 
South America, which has been peren- 
nially subjected to earthquake shocks. 
As another striking illustration of 
this view, he showed how, when An- 
dalusia was shaken by earthquake, on 
Christmas, 1884, its antipodes in New 
Zealand became a year later the seat 
of violent earthquakes and voleanic 
outbreaks. Whether there is anything 
more in these notable instances than 
remarkable coincidences it is not nec- 
essary to inquire, for the simple rea- 
son that. the antipodes are about 4000 
miles from San Francisco. 


Exposed to Seismic Activities. 


The San Francisco region has long 
been exposed to assaults of seismic 
activities, but history does not tell us 
of tragedies entailing loss incalicula- 
ble, and of which we are now hourl 
receiving the grim details. Indeed; 
on one of the mightiest of these 
events history is silent. It happened 
in prehistoric times, perhaps, rather 
in a remote geological period, 

This great outbreak, however, left 
a monument which we may anticipate 
will endure even when in future times 
a rebuilt and more glorious: San 
Francisco shal! obliterate all traces 
of the present convulsions. 

That a volcanic eruption should have 


is a fact of which many ‘instances 
might be given. Perhaps the most 
striking cases are found in the floor of 
the Pacific stretching westward from 
California. 

The magnitude that such eruptions 
may sometimes attain is best illustrated 
by the case of the Sandwich Islands. 
Here the Pacific Ocean was full three 
miles deep. 

Once upon a time a volcanic eruption 
broke out and the internal volcanic 
movement upward was so vehement al! 
three miles of water were inadequate 
to quench the fiery torrent from the bot- 
tom of the sea. Lava and other matter 
were ejected in such stupendous quan- 
tities that they accumulated into a 
mountain which gradually ran through 





the three miles of water,’ finally emerg- 
ing and creating the Sandwich Islands. 
Nor is that wonderful volcanic energy 
even yet exhausted. The formation of 
the Sandwich Islands has a parallel 
formation in many other Pacific islands. 
Now we have another manifestation 
on a grand scale of the same kind, aris- 
ing from the same agencies. This time, 
unhappily, the earthquake manifested 
itgelf as an agent of * destruction, o: 
tragedy unspeakable, while in the former 
Case the same agents appeared in the 
entirely beneficent role of creators froin 
amid the waste of waters of one ef the 
most exquisite spots upon the globe. 


Earth Must Slowly Shrink. 


The earth, beiag a .gradually cooling 
globe of incandescent material, covered 
by a crust of bad conducting rocks, has 
at every point of its surface a certain 
potentiality for these seismic displays, 
for as the earth slowly loses heat, so 
~~ it slowly shrink. 

‘hat shrinking is not done uni r 
and steadily all over the cuthen The 
shrinking is accomplished irregularly, 
nhoW in one place, now in another. A 
Slight slip takes place. Thig sends a 
tremor through the earth's crust, and if 
that tremor is a violent one we have an 
earthquake. Nor is it hard to account 
for the excessive violence of an earth- 
quake as manifested in the ovreturning 
of buildings, even though the actual 
Visible dislocation of the solid erust of 
the earth is insignificant. The origin 
of an earthquake is at considerable 
depth below the surface, say ten or 
twelve miles. The pressure at this 
depth, due merely to the weight of the 
superincumbent rocks and quite inde- 
péndent of earthquakes, must be about 
3%) or 40 tons to the square inch, equal- 
ing the pressure of exploding cordite 
on a hundred pound projectile when be- 
ing driven out of a cannon at the mo- 
ment of discharge. 

It can well be imaginea how extraor- 
dinary must be the violence, must be 
the disturbance, if the recks on two 
sides of a fault, while being pressed to- 
gether with forces like these, are some- 
times cempelled, as happens in the case 
of earthquakes, to slide more or less one 
over the other. 

This starts vibations .of the solid 
crust of the earth. which, in the. vicinity 
of the disturbance, duce a rapid 
oscullatory movement which even if the 
extent be large is sufficient to overturn 
the most maSsive buildings. Apparent- 
ly this adjustment of the globe to its 
gradually diminishing bulk must con- 
tinue for a period impossible to esti- 
mate. Prof. Milne and other investigat- 
ors have taught us that the great earth- 
quakes which in tones of thunder com- 
mand the attention. of the whole world. 
are only the more conspicuous among 
the thrills by which the globe is agitat- 
ed. : 
The smaller thrills, infinitesmal earth- 
quakes, we have ever with us, for 
though our bodily sense may not be 
keen enough to appreciate them, they

UMBRIA, Utah, April 21.—Millionaire 
Adolphus Busch, wha esgaped the San 
Francisco disaster with nothing but the 
clothes on his back, accompanied by his 
party in his private car, the Adolphus, 
passed through this city today en route 
for his home in St. Louis. 

With Mr. Busch, besides several mem- 
bers of his family, are Henry Nicolaus 
and Carl Conrad, also’ wealthy 8t. 
Louisans. ! 

The 8t. Louis millionaire has made 
many trips. over the Denver & Rio 
Grande and his jovial features had be- 
come well known. Mr. Busch was 
scarcely recognizable today. His man- 
ner was grave, and the haggard look 
on his features told of the -ordéal 
through which he had passed. 

“I left San Francisco Friday morn- 
ing,’’ said Mr. Busch to a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. ‘‘The miles that 
I put between me and the horrors that 
I have left behind become all the more 
appalling when we have time to reflect 
and realize all it means. While in the 
destroyed city one could see only a 
short distance, and the human mind is 
incapable of conceiving the untold 
havoc wrought when he views the sit- 
uation piecemeal. 

“It is only when one who has seen 
it, and then has time to ponder on its 
extent, that one can begin to realize 
what the destruction of Frisco has cost 
the world and the sufferings and hard- 
ships it has brought on the more than 
850,000 people who made that beautiful 
place thelr WOME “Ses ts tems 

-  fiwakenéd by thé Swaying. — 

“Our party had apartments in the 
handsome St. Francis Hotel on one of 
the upper..floors. The tremen@ous vi- 
brations of the earthquake igstantly 
awakened each one. Some were hurled 
from their beds. The building swayed 
from north to south as some tall tree 
in. a. gale, 

“The building seemed to rise and fall, 
as a ship at sea. Furniture was moved 
violently from its place and was over- 
turned. Even pianos were toppled over 
on the floor. 

“Realizing what had transpired, but 
not appreciating its extent, I quickly 
summoned my family and friends and 
advised that we seek safety in Jefferson 
square. We made no effort to collect 


eur belongings. The clothing that we 
had on our backs, and some more that 
we hastily donned, was all that we 
took. ° 

‘“‘When we reached the open the sight 
that met our gaze was appalling. Every 
building that presented itself to view 
was wrecked, either partially or whol- 
ly. The vibrations had npt ceased, and 
at intervals a tremendous crash would 
tell of the collapse of another building. 
We could see massive cornices torn 
from their fastenings, topple from dizzy 
heights and fall, a tanglked mass, to the 
ground. Tall buildings that the day be- 
fore were deemed secure from any dis- 
aster, collapsed and fell like houses 
built of cards. 


Sum Hidden by Smoke. 


‘In a short while the fire broke out, 
The rising sun was hidden by great 
panks of smoke that arose from the 
ruins as they burned with surpassing 
fierceness. The water pipes burst, and 
the water flooded the streets. Gas 





mains were opened and the sickly odor 
of escaping gas was almost overpower- 
ing, even in the open. 

‘The people, stricken without warn- 
ing, were terrified when they saw the 
horrors that were being wrought. They 
were terrified, but withal maintained a 
calmness and self-possession that was 
marvelous. 

“For several hours we were in the open 
street, and could see the buildings as 
they gave way beneath the train of 
repeated swayings of the solid earth. 
The smoke from the ruing ‘that caught 
fire was stifling and almost blinded us. 
Fires sprang up in all directions. It 
was apparent the city was doomed.

Investor Can’t Get Money Out, 
and Postoffice Depart- 
ment Notified.

OHICAGO, April 21.—United States 
District Attorney Morrison has taken up 
an investigation of the methods of John 
Alexander Dowie in getting followers 
and his method of obtaining money 
from them. 

James Surrock came from New Mexi- 
co to make complaint against Dowie. He 
declared he was swindled out of almost 
$10,000, and that the mails were used 
in the proceedings. After hearing Sur- 
rock’s story, the District Attorney de- 
tailed an assistant on the case and in- 
formed the Postoffice Department of the 
facts. When the Zion City Bank was 
hopelessly insolvent Surrock deposited 
$2000, on the advice of Dowie, he al- 
leged. In a letter dated Dec. 27, he 
says, Dowie wrote him as follows: 

“Zion City Bank is the strongest bank 
in the world. Do not keep your money 
where it will be used for all sorts of 
wicked and questionable things. De- 

sit it in Zion City Bank and it will 

used in clean enterprise and will help 
extend the kingdom of God. 

“If you cannot invest in shares or 
land, let Zion have the use of your idle 
money and savings until you need 
them.”’ 

““Surrock imvested $8000 in lace stock 
and deposited $2000 in the bank. When 
he applied at the bank for his money 
he could not obtain a dollar. 

An official threat that Dowie will be 
arrested when he comes to Zion City 
Sunday and attempts to enter Shiloh 
Tabernacle was made by General Over- 
seer William Glenn Voliva. At the same 
time the police force of Zion City was 
increased by 20 men. All arrangements 
for locking up Dowie and all his fol- 
lowers who may come to the Aity - 
day have been completed. The prison- 
ers are to be put into the Zion City 
Police Station.

SEEKS MISSING WIFE 
AND FIVE CHILDREN.

LOS ANGELES, Cal.. April 21.—R. J. 
Strum of San Francisco is one of the 


broken-hearted fugitives who is not sure 
whether his family of six is alive or 
dead. The Arno Hotel, on Ellis street, 
was practically destroyed by the earth- 
quake. Mr. Strum said: ; 

“T was’ in bed at the time and fell 
through fvur stories. I was then res- 
cued by ropes, stretched from what re- 
mained of the building to the ground. 
The building was destroyed by fire and 
I have not the slightest idea whether 
my wife and mother and four children 
are alive or not. They may have es- 
caped to the hills, but I fear they per- 
ished.’’ 

O. W. Posey of Los Angeles, who, ar- 
rived here from San Francisco yester- 
flay afternoon, gives the following state- 
ment of his experience there: 

Panic in Palace Hotel. 

‘“‘When the shock came, at 5:13, I was 
on the sixth floor of the Palace Hotel. 
I was thrown out of bed and it seemed 
as if the whole hotel was coming down. 
All the big flower pots fell and all the 
glass in the windows was broken. Wom- 
en ran out in their nightgowns. Every- 
body in the hotel rushed downstairs. 

“Market street is upheaved in some 
places as high as 30 feet. Flames 
from the Palace Hotel met flames 
from the Parrott Building two blocks 
away. 

“Viewed from the ferry, the city 
Was one vast sheet of flames clear to 
Green Hill; and north and south as 
far as the eye could reach. ; 

“All boats going across the bay are 
crowded with destitute passengers, 
and all trains on the Southern Pacific 
are crowded with people fleeing from 
the stricken city.” 

“Our experiences of the last few 
days in San Francisco have complete- 
ly unnerved us,” said Leo Ageust, one 
of the family of. acrobats which was 
to appear at the Orpheum next week.

LOSSES 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—Fire insurance 
men today radically revised their esti- 
mates of the losses the various com- 
panies would have to pay as a result of 
the great conflagration in San Francis- 
co. On Thursday it was believed that 
the total loss to the insurance com- 
panies would run somewhere between 
$50,000,000 and $55,000,000. Today it was 
the general opinion that the companies 
would have to pay out fully $100,000,000, 
and a few men made estimates running 
as high as $145,00,000. 

All such estimates, it was stated, 
were merely guesswork, which might 
prove to be far from the facts when 
settlements were made. None of the 
insurance men will admit that there is 
the slightest doubt of the ability of all 
the companies to meet the losses. Dur- 
ing the present year 107 different com- 
panies were doing business in Califor- 
nia, and it is figured that the San Fran- 
cisco losses will be divided among 9, 
at least. 

In the Chicago fire there were 335 
companies affected. The total loss was 
Fifty-five companies were 
forced to suspend. The resources of 
the companies of 35 years ago were 
very small compared with the present 
day corporations. 

That some of the small Western com- 
panies, which carried a very large pro- 
portion of their business in San Fran- 
cisco risks, may not survive the strain 
is thought possible. In the case of the 


Baltimore fire, where the total insur- 
ance loss was $39,000,000, two of the 
local companies faiied. 

At next week’s conference the insur- 
ance men a work out a general 
scheme for arriving at losses. Every 
company now has its lawyers at work 
on the questions which are most likely 
to cause disputes. The general scheme 
is to deal with the fire sufferers on a

to minimize their losses by fighting 
claims on every possible technicality, 
chiefly on the ground that buildings 
were destroyed by earthquakes before 
the fire touched them. On this subject, 
E. H. A. Correa of the Home Insuranec 
Co.. said: 

“Any company which attempts to es- 
cape its Hability by such a subterfuge 
might just as weli go out of business 
forever. Some of them have been hit 
very hard and one or two of the big 
companies will be seriously affected, 
but none of the latter will attempt to 
dodge liability by any quibble. 

“The big companies will take their 
medicine and prepare to capture new 
business by their prompt payments and 
equitable adjustments.”’ 

The news that the great fire had 
burned itself out and was practically 
under control was hailed with joy by 
the insurance ‘men, who are now face 
to face with meeting the biggest losses 
ever confronted by the business in this 
country. 

Merchants of this city, it is estimat- 
cd, have lost at least $10,000,000 by 
the California disaster. These losses 
are chiefly concentrated in San Fran- 
cisco, but are also of considerable 
amount at other points. 

The largest losses to New York 
business houses are distributed among 
those dealing in textiles and machin- 
ery, and more especially in cotton 
piece goods and carpets. San Fran- 
cisco has been buying more _ goods 
— usual in New York this last win- 
er. 

In one way or another, according to 
an estiniate made today, between one- 
quarter and one-third of all the losses 
on merchandise in California through 
the present disaster will fall on New 
York merchants, 

There is another phase of the catas- 
trophe which will cause large losses 
to New York merchants—the destruc- 
tion of goods in warehouses in Cali- 
fornia intended for the New York 
market. This includes all sorts of na- 
tive California canned fruits. 

The earthquake was quite severe. at 
San Jose and in the Santa Clara Val- 
ley, which is the greatest prune dis- 
trict in the world. Many of the 
large California producers have 
branches here, which will suffer

In Saturday’s issue of your paper, date of April 
14, 1906, there appeared an article in regard to the 
treatment of a boy whose eye was injured by hav- 
ing mortar thrown in it. I think if you had known 
the true facts you would not have made the criti- 
cism you did regarding the case. 

I inclose you a copy of a letter from the Chief. 
Dispensary Physician, whom I ordered to make an 


examination of the case, also copy of a _ report 
from Dr. E. J. Ernst, Assistant Dispensary Physi- 
cian, and a copy of a report made to me by the 
Assistant Physician in charge of Emergency Hos- 
pital, It appears from these reports that when 
the boy was brought to the Dispensary he received 
all the attention that it was possible to give him, 
and that his father declined the offer to send him 
to the City Hospital. As stated in the report of 
the Assistant Physician in charge of the Emergency 
Hospital, that institution is mostly for infectious and 
contagious diseases, and no patients are sent direct 
to that hospital from the Dispensary except they 

are suffering from the diseases mentioned above. 
I make this explanation to you so that the depart- 

ment may be placed in the proper light.

Charlies H. Kerr & Co. of Chicago are engaged in publishing a series of 
books intended to popularize the evolutionary theory of life as a scientific 
basis for the growth of Socialism. Among these books are “The Evolution 
of Man,” by William Bolsche; “Germs of Mind im Plants,” by R. H. France, 
both in the Library of Science for the Workers, and.“The Universal Kin- 
ship,” by J. Howard Moore, in the International Library of Social Science. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the propaganda of Socialism appears to 
be all-inclusive. Its opponents are on the defensive; it is engaged in 
bullding up as well as breaking down, And one of its efforts is intended 
to prove the inherent kinship, not only of man with his fellows, but of man 
with the entire brute and vegetable creation, presenting life as a whole, 
and thus destroying the medieval and ancient ideas of divine right for the 


few. 
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The object af this scientific atack upon the doctrine of the Superman 
or ruling class is thus eset forth: 

“A generation of scientific students have now been applying Darwin's 
method to every branch of science. They have supplied the ‘missing links’ 
in the chain of evidence which he offered in ‘The Descent of Man,’ and they 
have accumulated the facts to prove that ‘mind’ ig only a form of ‘life, 
differing in no essential respect from the life which we can observe not 
only in animals, but in plants. Moreover, the proof is already all but com- 
plete that ‘life’ is only a form of that ‘energy’ which is inseparable from all 
‘matter,’ so that henceforth we must think of man as being developed and 
governed by the same unchanging laws that control the movements of the 
stars. So it is that modern science confirms the faith of the organized 
,Jaborers of the civilized world that the forces of the universe are working 
out a better social order in which the parasitic ruling class, now become 
useless, shall disappear, and the workers of hand and brain shall be the 
human race.” 

Whatever effect these books may have in furthering the advance of 
Socialism, they are certainly admirably adapted to promote sympathy and 
breadth of view regarding animals and all life lower than the human. 
“The Universal Kinship” is full of studies and anecdotes of animals, birds 
and other creatures, and makes a powerful appeal for humane treatment 
of these fellow-beings. Its message is that “the world is growing better. 
And in the future—in the long, long ages to come—it will be redeemed. 
‘The same spirit of sympathy and fraternity that broke the black. man’s 
manacies and is today melting the white woman's chains, wii] tomorrow 
emancipate the workingman and the ox; and, as the ages bloom and the 
great wheels of the centuries grind on, the same spirit shall banish selfish- 
ness from the earth, and convert the planet into one unbroken and unparal- 
leled spectacle of peace, justice and solidarity.” 


A CAUTIOUS PSYCHICAL INVESTIGATOR. 


Perhaps the most striking characteristic of Prof. James H. Hyslop’s 
latest book, “Enigmas of Psychical Research,” is the evidence of extreme 
caution in summing up the facts and drawing conclusions from them. In- 
deed, Prof. Hyslop appears to be extremely anxious to avoid conclusions of 
any kind, except that psychic research is of great importance and that it is 
the duty of scientific and religious men to devote time and attention to it. 

After a preface; in which Prof. Hyslop shows the value of a study of the 

residual phenomena of nature—the odd, unusual and obscure—he devotes 
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Of the finest tea-producing countries in the 
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chapters to the ancient oracles, the history of crystal gazing with modern | 


experiments in this field; telepathy, dreams, apparitions, clairvoyants, pre- 
monitions and mediumistic phenomena. As to the last named; Prof. Hyslop 
asserts that he does not believe in one of them. But he hastens to add 
that he does not dogmatically deny their possibility—that would be unscien- 
tific. Up to the present he has not seen anything that would convince him 
of their truth. In spite of this, however, he evidently must be classed with 
the believers in a spiritual side to nature, rather than with the materialists. 
The chief value of his book is its insistence upon caution, caution, caution, 
in coming to conclusions based upon occult phenomena. 

Perhaps the most interesting chapter of the book is 
cluding one, on the importance of physical research on 
grounds. He believes that modern materialism is undermining re- 
ligious belief, and that, with the belief in immortality overthrown, the 
ethical ideal of human brotherhood will be swept away. Prof. Hyslop be- 
lieves it is the duty of the church to take hold of this study and assimilate 


the con- 
ethical

ANOTHER BOOK BY } ILIOEN. 


Gen. Ben J. Viljoen, who was second in command of the burgher forces 
in the Boer-British War, has written a book which is being published in St. 
Louis, in which he tells of his adventures in that war and gives his impres- 
sions of America, which is now his adopted home. His descriptions of the 
battles and campaigns in which he played an important part are vivid and 
stirring. A chapter is devoted to a consideration of what the General thinks 
will be the most: practical fighter of the future. This, he thinks, will be 
a mounted infantryman, who must, however, have two main qualifications 
if he is not to be an incumbrance to his side. These are that he shall be 
a thorough horseman and a good shot. He thinks mounted infantrymen will 
develop greater initiative, the possession and use of which he deems of 
great importance. 

There is a mournful note running through a chapter on the future of 
the Boer people. Of the issue of the war he says: “We submitted to the 
inevitable. We did not then, and do not now, feel that we were beaten. 
The Boer has now the full measure of the fighting quality of his conqueror, 
and fears him much less than he did before the late war. He has laid down 
hia rifle in obedience to the voice of exhaustion, but not because he felt 
crushed. It is an undecided question with the Boer today whether the late 
war has destroyed the ideal of the Africander nation of a great and free 
people or whether it was sprinkling baptismal blood on the forehead of 
South Africa’s sons.” 

The book, printed by the A. Noble Printing Co., is to be sold for the 
benefit of the irreconcilable Boer families emigrating to the United States 
from South Africa. 


A WILDERNESS GIRL TRANSFORMED. 


“The Girl From Tim’s Place,” by Charles Clark Munn, is a story com- 
bining many excellent features. Primarily, it shows how “Chip” McGuire, 
a girl found at a vile wilderness half-way house in the Maine woods, ran 
away and was gradually transformed by good influences until she became 
a lovable and beautiful character. But the author is such an enthusiast of 
Nature, that the story gives one a splendid picture of life in the vast Maine 
forests, where civilization has not penetrated with its artificialities and weak- 
nesses. There is so much hunting, trapping and fishing in the story, that 
the boy will enjoy it whether he takes an interest in the heroine or not. 
There are two first-class villians, whom the author allows to be killed off 
right in the middle of the story—a daring experiment in novel writing. 
After that, there is the development of the love-making part of the plot, 
for the youthful reader. Old Cy Walker and some of the other characters 
will interest maturer readers. Cy is a backwoods philosopher, full of wise 
saws such as: “The more I see o’ the world, the better I like the woods;” 
“A girl with a new ring allus hez trouble with her hair;” “While ye’re ar- 
gufyin’ with a fool, jes’ figger thar's two on ’em.” Cy is somewhat pessi- 
mistic, but his heart is in the right place. It is a book that will inspire 
the young reader while it interests and amuses. (Lothrop, Lee & Shepard 
Co., Boston.)

Dr. Henry M. Lyman, son of a migsionary, has written a book, “Ha- 
walian Yesterday,” which should cause an American to understand how it 
was that the Hawaiian Islands naturally and inevitably became American 
territories.

The State and the cee gaa 
To the Editor of the Post- poet 
in your issue of Apri! it r find the 


following: ‘“‘Is it better to perfect the 
individual and then work through him 
to a perfect form of government, or is 
it better to perfect the form of govern- 
ment and then work through it. to per- 
| fect the individual?’’ 

y It is better to perfect the individual 
and then work through him to a per- 
fect form of government. But are our 
present forces of perfection, our en- 
vironments, the social conditions under 
which we live, conducive to individual 
parfection? 

There are in the United States, in 
round numbers, over 2,000,000 children 
toiling in shop, factory and mine, 10,- 
000,000 poor, underfed, underclothed and 
badly sheltered, and 4,000,000 paupers. 
Every tenth man who dies in New York 
is buried at public expense in the pot- 
ter’s field. 

In view of these statements, gathered 
from reliable sources, are not our pres- 
ent conditions rather a culture bed for 
poverty, vice, Uliteracy, crime and de- 
generacy? 

We are quite ready to build alms- 
houses, asylums, hospitals, prisons, 
homes, -etc., but are slow to look into 
and remove the underlying cause that 
is making it necessary for society to 
multiply the above-named institutions. 

The individual in a unit, the govern- 
ment is a whole. A perfect government 
presupposes a perfect unit: The Social- 
ist simply realizes, correctly, I think, 
that economic conditions have more to 
do with the individual perfection than 
all other forces combined, for they le 
at the bottom of most of our social 
evils; hence he proposes to change those 
conditions so they will yield the great- 
est’ wood and with it individual perfec- 
tion to the greatest number of units. 

This economic change as advocated by 
Socialists consists in its last analysis 
of co-operative in place of competitive 
industry. It is not claimed that this 
change will at once perfect our govern- 
ment, but it is rather an important step 
in this Girection in that it bestows upon 
the individual economic independence, 
minimizes graft, removes the incentive 
for crime and gives the worker time for 
study and recreation, all of which mean 
so much for the individual and through 
him for our government. 

The Socialist does not find fault so 
much with our ‘‘form of government,’’ 
but insists that it fulfill its function and 
serve the objects for which governments 
are instituted among men. The rights 
of citizens, chief among which are 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
noss,"" should be guaranteed to all on 
equal terms. This elementary principle 
of government means, if it means any- 
thing at all, economic freedom. Eco- 
nomic freedom, which was compatible 
with individual manufacturing, is no 
longer compatible with private capital- 
ism. We have reached a stage in indus- 
trial evolution where the worker fo 
longer depends on crude tools which he 
owns, but on mighty machines, which 
he does not own and.can use only with 
the permission of the owner thereof, 
who dictates what the worker's share 
of the product should be, the number 
of hours he should work and the condi- 
tions under which he works, 

It is the mission of Socialism to bring 
this about through the socialization or 
‘“‘peoplization”’ of all the means of pro- 
duction and distribution.

The captalist is not competent 
to suggest conditions, as he is an éx- 
tremist, and the laboring class because 
it is representative of the other ex- 
treme. While the labor unions are as 
arbitrary as they are at present, deny- 
ing to a workman not a member of their 
organization the right assured to every 
citizen that? he shall work when, how 
and. for whom he pleases, they are in- 
competent to suggest measures which 
will insure justice and happiness to the 
whole people, and their action in this 
respect deprives them of the sympathy 
of the great mass of our citizens. The 
capitalist, on the other hand, is bound 
by his environment to look with a preju- 
diced mind on those less successful! in

life than he, particularly if constantly 
engaged in strife with labor leaders un- 
known to him, who assume to act for 
his employes. 

I believe that when the time is ripe 
a real Moses will appear to lead the 
great captains of industry and the 
army of laborers in one triumphant 
procession having a common interest, 
in protecting each other and working 
in harmony. I believe that arrange- 
ments will be effected in the near fu- 
ture by which all our great railroads 
and industrial corporations will be run 
on a profit-sharing basis with their em- 
ployes. Jhis can be done without any 
social revolution. Then in bad busi- 
ness years the workman will be con- 
tented with a meager allowance, with 
the assurance that when the tide turns 
and prosperity reigns he will be able to 
have a share of the increased earnings. 
Then we shall hear no more of the 
present agitation of the new doctrine of 
municipal ownership, which is as fal- 
lacious in theory as it would be in prac- 
tice. Never while ambition is the rul- 
ing factor in man’s makeup will real 
socialism be possible, and my humble 
opinion is that when ambition dies our 
race will deteriorate and life will not be 
worth living. I do hope and believe, 
however, that the time will surely come 
when greed will give place to charity, 
envy to hope and faith in each other will 
breed the love of fellow man in the 
hearts of a more contented and united 
population of our great country. Let us 
all resolve to follow strictly the teach- 
ings of the Golden Rule, and socialism 
will be a fact and not a theory. Let us 
all work together for the greatest good 
of the greatest number.

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HUNTING FLAWS IN. 
DANIELS’ RECORDS 


Two of Champion Swimmer’s 
| New Marks Were Not Made 
in Competition, 


Two of the records made by C. M. 
Daniels, the New York Athletic Club 


champion swimmer, at the recent cham- 
pionship meet held in the Mercury Foot 
Tank, are being questioned, and it is 
expected that they will not be allowed 
to stand. 

The world’s record made by Daniels 
for 60 yards was made in a 60-yard 
race and the last 10 yards of the dis- 
tance was not made in competition. A 
new American record was made by Dan- 
iels in the 1000-yard distance in the 
same way. The record was made while 
he was swimming in competition for 
the last half-mile contest and he made 
the last 120 yards of the 1000 without 
competition. 

Swimming Director Frank J. Sullivan 
of the Central Y. M. C. A. of Chicago, 
has written to J. E. Sullivan of the 
A. U., asking if the records in the 
60-yard and the 10-yard distances will 
be allowed to stand. The rules of the 
A. A. U. specify that a record must be 
made in actual competition, but the cir- 
cumstances under which Daniels made 
these records is so unusual that the 
<officers of the A. A. U. may decide that 
they shall stand, as there is no ques- 
tion that Daniels covere® the distances 
in the time indicated. 

Secretary Sullivan of the A. A. U. 
was the referee at the races and 
watched the performance and took the 
time in the 50-yard race. Daniels swam 
the distance in the record-breaking time 
of % 2-5s., now the American record. 
His speed was such that the timers and 
nis friends sent him on after the 60-yard 
record, and he accomplished the distance 
in the phenomenal time of 31 1-5s., the 
former world’s record being ome second 
slower. It was held by Cecil Healy of 
Australia. 

The same circumstances. prevailed 
when the new American record for 1000 
vards was made. He was in the 880- 
yard race and he covered the half-mile 
distance in 12 minutes 29 2-5 seconds, 
making a new record for this country 
and he was swimming in such fine con- 
dition that he was sent after the 1000- 
vard record. He covered the latter dis- 
tance in 14 minutes 8 3-5 seconds, the 
former American record being 15 min- 
utes and 23 seconds. : 

Americans will be surprised to learn 
that the records made by Daniels will 
not be allowed by the English swimming 
authorities because the time was not 
made in scratch races. When Daniels 
made his great bursts of speed he was 
-competing in handicap races, but a:*he 
started from scratch there seems to bs 
no good reason why his. performance 
should not be accepted. The Amateur 
Athletic Union did not hesitate to ac- 
cept the record. 

The announcement that the records 
would not be accepted comes in the 
form of a communication from W. C. J. 
Kelly, president of the British Amateur 
‘Athletic Association, to J. E. Sullivan. 
of the American Association. Kelly adds 
that Cecil Healy, an English swimmer, 
recently swam 100 yards in 57 3-5 sec- 
onds, but the record was not allowed 
because the swimmer did not do it In a 
costume.

Wirth was the first to’ notice Mrs. 
Gelbart, in the company of the German 
actor, who is referred to th Gelbart’s 
divorce petition. He tried to lead Gel- 


bart across the street, but Gelbart would 


not go. 

The two parties came face to face. 
There was an outbreak. Gelbart sprang 
forward with a cry of rage. Wirth, 
however, grabbed him. The loud words 
of the two men attracted a crowd. Mrs. 
Gelbart walked off some distance and 
waited for the outcome of the encounter.
